Plans for the operation of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society's free 
peacetime Blood Transfusion Ser- 
vice in Alberta were announced in 
Calfary this week by Dr. R. C. 
Riley, chairman of the Blood Trans- 
fusion service in Alberta 

“Our plans for Alberta,” said Dr 
Riley, “are in line with the Nation- 
/al Red Cross Society's proposals for 
| obtaining voluntary donations of 
| blood from the citizens of Canada 
along the same lines as during the 
|} war years when mobile units, op- 
erated by Red Cross personnel, col- 
|lected blood from volunteers. The 
same system will be used in the 
peacetime undertaking 

“In order to be sure of a sufficient 
number of donors to support the 
j/needs of our hospitals,” continued 


the Canadian Red Cross Society

untary donors during the week of 
| June 15 to June 21--a week to be 
known as Donor Enrolment Week 
throughout the province.

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RURAL ELECTRIFICATION DEPENDS 
MAINLY ON FARMERS’ CO-OPERATION 


Farmers, particularly east of Didsbury, have been 
strongly advocating the extension of power lines to their 
homes, hut to date have heen unable to get any definite 
answer from Calgary Power Company as to when the 
project will be started—if at all— although a complete 
survey of the area was made a couple i years ago. 

Farmers in other areas are also asking for an exten- 
sion of power Hines to provide rural electrification, and 
the following news story appesrins in last week's Innis- . 
fail Province may to some extent explain the situation, 
as well as dim the hopes of local farmers for early exten- 
sion of rural electrification lines—unless the farmers 
themselves ave prepared to finance part of the construc- 
tion costs. 

The news story reads in brief: 

“A delegation from the Innisfail Board of Trade and 
farmers from surrounding district met with officials of 
Calgary Power Company last week to press for extension 
of rural electrification and while they were not success- 
ful in this they at least clecved the air of conjecture and 
surmise and learned that the Calenry Power Company 
had no extensions contemplate! at the present time of 
their own power lines. 

“It developed during the conference that if the rural 
areas wanted power lines they would have to build them | 
on their own initiative after which the Company would 
be prepared to supply power. 

“A start has been made along these lines in 
Springhank area west of Calgary, where some eighty-five | 
farmers have agreed to pay the sum of $750.00 each for | 
the construction of a power line which will belong to them, | 
after which the Power Company will give them service 
for 
on the amount used. 

“It also developed that the Olds project is not turn- 
ing out as well as expected and that no doubt accounts

for the refusal of the Power Company to invest anv large | 


amount of capital in rural lines as well as their frank dec- 
laration that their most profitable business was with the 
towns and cities. 

“The outstanding impression gained from this con- 
ference was that bie business is looking for another de- 
pression and is determined not to be caught holding the 
bag either in the form of unprofitable power lines or any 
other investment.”

jover. The $16.75 price paid for 
Choice long-fed steers at Picture 
| Butte last Wednesday suggests to

ATOMIC ENERGY PLAN? 
TO SUPPLY ELECTRICITY 


Britain’s first atomic energy 
power plant to pump much needed 
electricity into the country’s pow- 
er network will be built on the al- 
most deserted Irish Sea coast of 
West Cumberland near the hamlet 
of Drigg, 250 miles northwest of 
London, the Daily Express reports. 

Several chain reaction uranium 
“engines” will be set up and will 
be in production within five years, 
the Express said. They will cost an 
estimated £7,000,000 ($28,000,000) 
and will produce about 75,000 kilo- 
watts, enough to light a city as large 
as Liverpool with a population of 
855,000. 

The ministry of supply, which 
normally would have charge of 
such a project, issued the following 
statement in relation to the Express 
account: 

“Possible use of the former ex- 
plosives factory at Drigg for a pur- 
pose is under technical examina- 
tion. No decision has been reached.” 

The Express said the plant would 
resemble other chain reacting ura- 
nium piles in most respects. The 
principal innovation, it was said, | 
was discovered of a method of ex- | 
tracting surplus heat from the pile | 
in the form of gas rather than by | 
use of the American practice of | 
cooling the pile by pumping enor- 
mous amounts of water through it, 

This would eliminate the danger 
'of dangerously contaminating water 
| flowing into the Irish Sea, it was | 
| said, and allegedly would permit | 
radioactive elements to be dissipat- | 
ed harmlessly into the air. 

The Express said Drigg was chos- 
en as a site because it is in a spar- | 
sely populated area where the} 
danger of casualties from radioac- 
tive fumes would be eliminated 

The Atomic Energy Council had 
recommended that a 20 mile wide | 
belt surrounding the plant be clear- | 
ed of human habitation, the Ex- | 
press said, and this recommenda- 
tion could be fulfilled easily at 
Drigg. ,

DON'T MARKET LIGHT 
WEIGHT BROILERS 


Many poultrymen buy cockerels 
to raise for broilers, but C.W. 
Traves, Poultry Commissioner, says 
that too many broilers arrive on 
the market too light in weight and 
lacking in condition. Contracts per- 
mit only the exporting of birds 
that dress out at not less than two 
pounds. 

Hundreds of broilers are being 
received that are dressing out well 
under the two pound limit, These 
birds are cut 3 cents per pound. Be 
sure that the broiler you market 
alive weighs not lees than 2% 
pounds live weight, and preferably 
3 pounds live weight, as these will 
be better finished. The last pound 
finish put on any bird is the 
cheapest pound and pays the high- 
est returns 

Too often more cockerel chicks 
were purchased than there is ac- 
commodation for by the tine they 
are two pounds in weight, If this 
is the situation ¢an 
remedied by building a couple of 
fattening crates and finishing a few 
of the heaviest birds each week 
Not only will this relieve the con- 
gestion in the rearing premises 
i but a better finish will be obtained

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'WAR ON PESTS 


Grain losses due to insects, rod- 
}ents and mould fungi totalled about 
5 per cent of the annual world grain 
production, according to an

A study in ‘“Agricltural Pro- 
gress’ by the Winnipeg Free Press 
shows that the progress has been 
toward making agriculture a busi- 
ness rather than a way of life as it 
has been in the past.

tractors and 974 combines in 1946. 
Agriculture in the other western 
provinces shows a similar increase 
in purchases of farm machinery. 

The manager of a farm machine 
manufacturers Ottawa branch who 
was formerly a western Canada 
branch manager, advises that the 
mechanization of Ontario farms 
shows at least as creat an increasc 
although the machinery purchased 
is more varied.

COVERS A LOT OF GROUND 


An acre of ground contains 
43,560 square feet. Consequently a | 
rainfall of one inch over an acre 
of ground means a total of 6,272,- 
640 cubie inches of water or 8,630 
cubie feet 

As a cubic foot of pure water 
weighs about 62.4 pounds, it fol- 
lows that the weight of a uniform 
coating of water over one acre of 
surface would be 266,512 pounds, 
or 11% tons 

The weight of an imperial gal-. 
lon of pure water is ten pounds 
Consequently a rainfall of one inch 
over one acre of ground would 
mean 22,651 gallons of water
